bereas by the Statuti mado in the Twenty eighth year of the Reign of Kitt 
>" {7 NY Henry the Eighth, foꝛ Pziling of Wines, It is pzovided, That the Lo Chan: 
SZ AS cellour, Loꝛd Treaſurer, Loꝛd Pꝛeſident of the Kings moſt Honourable 
| 0m Ei Council, Loꝛd Pzivy Seal, and the Loꝛd Chief Juſtices of each Wench, oꝛ 
Five, 02 Four, oꝛ Theee of them, ſhall have Power and Authozity by their 
SE Diſcretion to ſet the Pzices of all kind of Wines, as in the ſaid Statute is 
erpꝛeſſed By vertue Whereof,the Lozd Chancellour, Loꝛd Treaſurer, and the 
e Zo:d Chief Juſtices of each Bench, have Oꝛdered, That Canary Wines be ſold 
| in Gꝛols, at Thirty ſix pounds the Pipe, and Twelve pence the Pint by Re- 
tail; Tencs and Malagaes in Gzofs, at Thirty pounds the Butt, and Ten pence the Pint by Re- 
tail; That Allicants, Sherries and Muſcadels, be ſold in Gꝛoſe, at Twenty ſeven pounds, and Nine 
pence the Pint by Retail; That French Wines be ſold in Gꝛols, at Thirty fir pounds the Tun, 
and Twelve Pence the Quart by Retail; Aud that Kheniſh Wines be ſold in Gꝛols, at Nine 
pounds the Aulm, and Eighteen pence the Quart by Retail: And accozding to theſe Rates 
(and no higher) in pꝛopoꝛtion foꝛ greater 02 leſſer quantities, either in Gꝛols o2 by Retail ; and 
that none pzeſume to ſell at higher Pzices during the year nert enſuing, to beaccounted from the 
Firl day of February, in the year of Dur Lozd Cod 1676. Now that all cauſe of excuſe from ſuch 
as Inhabit in remote parts of this Realm, and that ſuch as ſhall be found Delinquents therein, 
may acknowledge their own wilfulnels to be the cauſe of the danger and Penalty they fall into 
after advertiſement, His Pajeſties (Will and Pleaſure is, and by the Advice of the laid Lo2ds, 


and the reft of the Þ2ivy Council, accozding to one other Statute in that behalk made, it the 
Fourth year of the Reign of His moſt Noble Pꝛogenitoꝛ King Edward the Third, by this His 
Royal Pꝛoclamation doth Publiſh and Declare, That foꝛ One year nert following, to be ac- 
counted as afozeſaid, Canary Wines be not ſold tn Gꝛols, at above Thirty lir pounds the Pipe, and 
Twelve pence the Pint by Retail ; And that Tens and Malagacs be not fold in Gꝛols, ab above 
Thirty pounds the Butt, and Ten pence the Pint by Befai! ; And that Allicants, Sherrics and 
Muſoadels be not ſold in Gꝛoſs, at above Twenty ſeven pounds the 25utt, and Nine pence 
the Pint by Retail; And that French Wines be not ſold in G2oſs, at above Thirty fir pounds 
the Tun, and Twelve pence the Quart by Retail; And that Rhenith Wines be not fold in Gꝛols, 
at above Nine pounds the Aulm, and Eighteen pence the Quart by Retail ; And acco2ding to 
thoſe Rates (and no higher) in pꝛopoꝛtion foꝛ greater 02 leller quantities, either in Gꝛols 02 
by Retail. Which Rates and Puces His Majeſties Pleaſure is, ſhall be duly obſerved in all His 
Poꝛts and other places within this Realm where Wines are Landed, 02 within Zen Miles of 
thoſe Poꝛts and places. And it is His Majeſties Pleaſure, That in thole places where Tunes 
by Land-Carriage ſhall be conveyed moze then Ten Miles from the nert Pozt, the leveral ſozts 
of Mines afo:eſaid ſhall and may be ſold actoꝛding to the Rates afozeſaid, with an allowance 
not erceeding Four pounds the Tun; and One peny the Quart foz the Carriage thereof every 
Thirty Miles, and accoꝛding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Rates; Strictly Charging 
and Commanding ſuch of His Majelties Subjects, and others whom it may concern, That none 
of them (during the time afozeſaid) pzeſume to ſell any of the ſaid Wines in Gꝛols, oꝛ by Re- 
tail, at higher Rates then by this His Majeſties Pzoclamation are appointed, Under the Foꝛtfei⸗ 
tures and Penalties mentioned in the ſaid Statutes, andother the Tals aud Statutes of this 
Realm Oꝛdained in that behalf, and luch further Pains and Penalties as by the Laws and 
Statutes of this Realm can oꝛ may be inflicted upon wilful Contemners of Bis Majeſties Roy- 
al Command and P2oclamation ; Requiring and Commanding all Ma voꝛs, Sheriffs, Juitt- 
ces of the Peace, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, andother Officers of His Majeſties Poꝛts, and all 
others whom it ſhall concern, diligently to obſerve, take notice of, and attend the Crecution ot 
this His Royal Pleaſure, and to give Infoꝛmation to the Loꝛds and others of the Pꝛiby Coun- 
cil, of the Delinquents, that they may be pꝛoceeded againſt, and receive puniſhment accoꝛding 
to their demerits.
